THE BIG LAWSUIT 


x Another one of those questions ^of 
great importance in the economic life 
of the nation is to be presented before 
the supreme court of the United States 
next week and if that court finds 
it necessary to a decision of the partic- 
ular case before it, it will determine 
the correct rule to govern concerning 
the valuation of railroads and upon 
which decision depends the equally 
important question of freight and pas- 
senger rates. Perhaps the decision will 
be as far-reaching as that in the cele- 
brated Granger cases of some fifty 
years ago when the same court an- 
nounced the doctrine, new to Ameri- 
can life, that there existed in the gov- 


7 eminent the right to regulate and con- 
"trol rates and service of railroads and 
those other corporations classified 
quasi-public though owned by private 
individuals. That decision indicated a 
farsighted wisdom- for without it the 
railroads could, if so minded, throttle 
the country. 


The present controversy concerns 


. the principle to be applied by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission in fix- 
ing the physical valuation of the car- 
riers. The railroads are claiming that 
they are entitled to a reasonable return 


_ .sot upon what they have actually in- 
fested but upon the "cost of reproduc- 
' ing their various systems," whereas 
-..the Interstate Commerce Commission 


Bas decided that they are entitled to a 
iair return upon the sum more nearly 


/'approaching "the reasonable and nec- 
/ -essary investment in the property." It 


* will be readily seen that these diver- 
_^ent views create a very substantial 
/.difference in figures. Were the latter 
figure to. be accepted" all the railroads 
r-of the country would-be entitled to 
-earn a fair income on about twenty- 
' Jive billions of invested capital, but ac- 
ceptance of the former standard would 
_jaise the investment figure perhaps by 
„ ten or twelve billions. 


Arguments in favor-of the railroads' 


^-side of the controversy are not difficult 
"to find if these great carriers of ours 
are to be considered upon exactly the 
" same basis as any individual who may 
-happen to purchase property, because, 
; of course, the individual may -with the 


increasing value of the property com- 
mand an increasing rental for its use. 
•There may be added to this argument 
the further assertion of the 
carriers 


that their investments or extensions 
that have not paid represent a loss and 
a loss that cannot be made up to them, 
and that if the usable investment has 
increased in value due to the general 
.increase in values in the country why 
are not they, as well as anyone else, 
entitled to an income upon such in- 
crease? 


The answer to these arguments is 


made by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as follows: "Public regu- 
lation of railroads, if it is to be suc- 
cessful, must rest upon a firm founda- 
tion and be guided by principles which 
"will lend confidence to industry and 
investment. The current reproduction 
cost theory of fair value is utterly in- 
consistent -with this end and in our 
judgment it is equally inconsistent 
•with any sound conception of justice." 


It as plain from the 
commission's 


attitude that another important factor 
enters into its conclusion having to do 
with the probable loss of business re- 
sulting 
from higher and therefore 


nearly prohibitive -freight and pas- 
senger rates, and the adoption by the 
public of oilier and less expensive 
modes of transportation. 
While the 


railroads appear to sense the danger 
of the increases, to which they would 
be entitled if their theory of valuation 
is adopted, they stoutly maintain that 
such has nothing to do with their leg- 
al rights m the matter, a position that 
is not necessarily sound because of the 
settled principle in our law that the 
public is an important personage al- 
ways vitally interested in having the 


railroads in a solvent, reasonably pros- 
perous condition with plenty of busi- 
ness to keep'tens ol thousands of em- 
ployes busy, a condition that cannot 
be maintained if the railroads are per- 
mitted to take a step which they think 
is to their advantage but which in fact 
may result in a sort of economic sui- 
cide. This may appear like another ex- 
ample of the goose, with golden egg 
proclivities but it has elements of 
stern reality. 


The decision of the court will not 


only be of far-reaching importance to 
the people of the United States but ex- 
tremely difficult of solution because 
each side presents 
meritorious fea- 


tures. It is difficult to avoid the con- 
clusion that the railroads are fortified 
with strong arguments unless it be the 
purpose of the government to further 
segregate them and insure to them, if 
not increasing income with the growth 
in value of the country, at least stabil- 
ity of income to compensate for the 
hazards of any business. 


THE PRIZE WINNER 


W. C. Durant's $25,000 prize for 


"the best and most practical plan for 
making the eighteenth amendment ef- 
fective" was won by C. P. Mills, for- 
merly federal prohibition administra- 
tor for the New York district, his ar- 
ticle revealing, as might be expected 
from such an experienced authority, 
several new angles in relation to prohi- 
bition enforcement. - 


Mills contends that prohibition vio- 


lation in the United States lives and 
thrives in a substantial way, solely by 
reason of the immense quantities of in- 
dustrial alcohol that are ""wilf-ully di- 
'~verted from legitimate business and 
sold to the- bootlegger. Mills, from ex- 
perience, ought to"" know. This is at 
variance with the popular idea that 
most alcohol enters through Canada 
and at the different seaboards. 


Mills deplores and condemns the 


pitiful lack of organization in the pro- 
hibitifn forces and the almost com- 
plete absence of any system, purpose 
or plan to go about the object of rid- 
ding the country of violations. 
His 


treatise indicates a study and compre- 
hension of the subject with a knowl- 
edge-that might be used to good pur? 
*pose by the government. He sets outx 
too an apparently well-thought 
out 


plan of preventing the seepage which 
has turned at some places to a Niag- 
ara. Of" course, when the" government 
resolutely makes up its mind to put a 
stop to the practices now obtaining 
no reasonable person can doubt that 
it can virtually stamp out the illicit 
trade in alcoholic beverages but such 
an accomplishment can 
only 
be 


brought about by a thorough study of 
the evils obtaining, a careful plan or 
method of'overcoming them, both of 
which must be well mixed with the 
set and determined desire to accom- 
plish such a result. So far our enforce- 
ment has been lacking, in any large 
measure, of all three of the necessary 
ingredients. Nor does the future ap- 
pear to promise much change. 


WHAT YOUNGSTERS READ - 
A survey made by directors of the 


Milwaukee vocational school 
dealt 


with the reading interests of 7,000 
boys and girls between the ages of 14 
and' 18 years who are gainfully em- 
ployed and who attend the school. It 
disclosed that they were reading chief- 
ly sensational newspapers, lurid maga- 
zines and very few books. One-third 
of the books named as favorites were 
not in the Milwaukee public library 
collection because they were consid- 
ered unfit for circulation.

_ WHEN SORE THROAT IS 


SCARLET 


Every one who has obseived scar- 
et fever knows that sore throat is a 
feature ol the acute illness. A local 
epidemic of what 
physicians 
call 


septic sore throat may "he traced to 
infection from polluted milk coming 
from cows that happen to have an 
inflammation of the udder- A speci- 
fic type of pus-producing germ call- 
ed Stereptococcus is carried in the 
milk, and this Streptococcus causes 
the septic sore throat. 


Drs. George and Gladys Dick, fa- 


mous discoverers of the Dick test 
for susceptibility to scarlet fever 
and a serum "for immunization, 
proved eight years ago tbfct they 
could produce experimental ""sore 
throat in human volunteers by in- 
oculating -with pure cultures of a 
hemolytic (blood corpuscle destroy- 
ing) Streptococcus 
isolated 
from 


early acute cases of scarlet fever. 
It was just about that time I be- 


gan to get nasty about the cri busi- 
ness, for I have always included 
scarlet fever among the Common 
Respiratory^Infections that are like- 
ly to be spattered in one's face in 
any community where the 
health 


authorities lend aid and encourage- 
ment to the universal alibi of a 
"slight cold". 


The Doctors Dick, having proved 


that one may be infected with scar- 
let fever and develop the character- 
istic sore throat etc., yet not a rash, 
succeeded in showing a few years 
later that the identical Streptococ- 
cus that will produce scarlet fever 
m one individual may produce 
a. 


septic sore throat without a rash 
in another individual and no illness 
at all in a third individual who hap- 
pens to have sufficient 
immunity 
against the germ. 


Still later the Dicks found that 


persons who volunteered for experi- 
ment developed acute sore throat 
and tonsilitis, -with fever, malaise, 
headache, leucocytosis (Increase in 
the white blood corpuscles ~nx.the 
blood), the illness coming on 44 to 
46 hours after inoculation and last- 
Ing three or four days—correspond- 
ing closely with natural scarlet fev- 
er in this respect- The inoculations 
were made with cultures of hemoly- 
tic Streptococci isolated from 
the 


skin of a patient suffering 
with 


erysipelas. 
In each case cultures 


taken from the patient's throat at 
the height of the illness showed the 
same strain of Streptococcus as that 
isolated from the skin of the ery- 
sipelas patient, but none of these 
volunteers subjects had. erysipelas. 


The question arises whether the 


Streptococcus that pollutes the milk 
from a cow with inflammation of 
the udder -will produce typical scar- 
let fever in persons who drink the 
milk, as

observation seems to indicate that 
natural scarlet fever may arise from 
this source in some instances. But 
this is by no means scientifically 
proved. 


It might be though that pasteu- 


rization (the heating of the food np 
to 145 degrees F.. holding at that 
temperature and no higher for 20 to 
30 minutes, then cooling) would de_- 
stxoy any such Streptococci in the 
milk and prevent such epidemics. 
Probably It would if properly car- 
ried out, but milk dealers are not al- 
ways trustworthy and sanitary?- in- 
spectors are not always alert. That 
3s why Montreal had her big typhoid 
epidemic.

IN WASHINGTON

Washington—At this late date, the 


Bystander is glad to reproduce from 
official records .evidence that The As- 
sociated Press 
correspondent 
in 


Washington as long ago as 1865, and 
in a moment of the 
biggest-Of big 


news, -was" about as thoroughly on 
the job as a news reporter can ever 
reasonably hope to be. 


The time involved was the night of 


April 14, 1865; the night President 
Lincoln was shot while attending a 
performance in Ford's Theatre, dy- 
ing: the next day of his wound. For 
another purpose, the Bystander had 
occasion to read over 
of the testimony taken 


considerable 
by the mili- 


tary commission -which investigated 
the assassination. He stumbled upon 
this bit from the testimony, of "Wil- 
liam T. Kent, an attache of the the- 
ater: 


"About three minutes 
after the 


President was shot, I went into his 
box; there were two other persons 
there and a surgeon, who asked me 
for a knife to cut open the President's 
clothes. On leaving I dropped my 
nJght-kcy and thinking I dropped- it 
in pulling out my knife. I' hurried 
back and on searching the floor of 
the box I knocked my foot against a 
pistol which I picked up, and holding- 
it up. I cried out: *I have found tie 
pistol.' I gave it up to Mr. Gobright, 
the agent of The Associated Press. 
The next morning I went around to 
the po 
tiere." 


REPORTER A WITNESS 


Gobrisht himself (his name was L. 


A- Gobrijrht) was called by the de- 
fense before the commission June 10 
and described himself as -"telegraphic 
correspondent

Those good souls who think that 


literature, like marriage, is made In 
heaven and that if a book is preor^ 
dained it will get itself written should 
consider the case of John-' Erskiffe. 
Erskine is out with a. new book that 
is the same thing in the same man- 
ner. He calls it "Penelope's 
Man" 


and a very amusing book it is. 


The point I would like to make is 


that "Penelope's Man" , would not 
have appeared in the publishers' lists 
m 1928 if "The Private 
Li£g of 


Helen of Troy" had had only a mod- 
erate sale in 1920. Since the ap- 
pearance of "Helen" Erskine has pub- 
lished a similar novel about "Gala- 
had," later one about Adam and Eve 
aria now one about the adventures 
of Odysseus. He has done what_a 
miner does who strikes a. rich vein 
of gold—he digs for it for all he is 
worth. In the case of the author 
it is even more necessary to make 
hay while the making is good be- s 
cause public taste is fickle and what 
is a vein of gold this year may be 
looked upon as only lead a year or 
two hence. 


A great many books are written for 


exactly that reason and no other. 
The author has by chance hit upon 
the kind of thing that seems to 
please the public and if he has any 
business sense he -works at it m- 
jlustriously, salting away enough of 
a bank account so that when the 
evil days return he will bo ready for 
them. 


If John Erskine had not happened 


to hit on the little trick of rewriting 
the old legends in the light of mod- 
ern psychology and modern sociolo- 
gy, he would very probably be pub- , 
lishing books of essays today. He 
does the essay remarkably well, bet- 
ter even, in my opinion, than fic- 
tion, and if it had 
happened, as 


might very easily have been the case, 
that "Helen of Troy" 
had 
failed, 


the chances are ten to one that 
"Galahad" and 
"Penelope's 
Man" 


would never have been written. 


That has always been more or 


less the case, of course, and some of 
the •« oriel's gieatest books respond- 
ed to this law. If "Pickwick" liad^ 
failed it is likely that Charles Dick- 
ens -would have been an actor in- 
stead of a novelist 
We probably s 


owe "Hamlet" and "JUaebeth" to the 
fact that Sliakespeaie early learned 
that there was money in redramafiz- 
Ing old plajs and stories 


"Penelope's Man" is sufficiently 


is 


hardly necessary to describe it to 
those who have read 
the earlier 


book. There is a great deal of en- 
tertainment m it and those who like 
John Erskme's method will more 
than get their money's worth. There 
is only one drawback: the method 
has by now become so familikr that 
the reader is on the lookout for all 
the little tucks and devices by 
which the writer gets his 
effects. 


The element of sui prise, that was a 
great factor an the 
popularity of 


the_ earlier book, is therefore lacking 
for~th<5s experienced reader. ErsFvifie, 
who is an extremely intelligent 
writer, knows as well as anyone that 
presently, if he continues doing this 
kind of "thing, the readers will get 
tired of the same thing, and then 
his vein will be worked out. 
_ 


_ Odysseus, in this story,- goes 
through all the orthodox adventures 
related by Homer in the Odyssey but 
he does them in the modern way. 
Erskine pokes sly fun at the hero 
and gives his readers a glimpse be- 
hind the scenes. Odysseus has giv- 
en one report of his exploits m,- 
Homer and Erskine shows how these 
stories grew. Usually there was a, 
kernel of fact to begin with. Bit by 
bit the hero builds up the stories 
and embroiders them until by the 
tune he arrives home at the hearth 
of Penelope he is alwajs the center 
and hero of a 
wonderful exploit. 


The chances for humor by using this 
method are obvious and Erskine 
makes the most of his opportuni- 
tiesErskine is probably so effective 
With this method because he is sat- 
urated with Greek legend. He is a ^ 
classical scholar who is also a hu- 
morist and a highly 
sophisticated 


modern. It is not necessary for him 
to "read up" on the legends he 
wishes to treat; they are in his 
bones. He gives a sense of authenti- 
city that could hardly he improved

S it true that India has a civiliza- 
tion and culture 
which reached 


back into the ages and is it true 


that only 2 per cent of the popula- 
tion can read and write? If so, how 
can these two 
facts be reconciled? 


These were the questions answered 
by Mrs. Apparurai Aaron of Aotoca 
mund, South India, when she appear- 
ed in native dress before a large and 
appreciative audience Thursday af- 
ternoon at Peabody hall. Proceeds of 
the lecture which was given under 
the auspices of the American Associ- 
ation of University Women, will go 
to the scholarship fund of the A. A. 
U. W. 
, 


Mrs. Aaron asked her audience to 


remember that it is difficult' to make 
general statements in speaking of a 
country as large as India and that 
anything she said was based on her 
personal experiences. She traced wo- 
men's education in India historically. 
In the Hindu period, she said, there 
were the early beginnings of voca- 
tional training and the ideal of In- 
dian womanhood 
was set up as -a 


faithful devoted \\ife and a loving 
mother. Hindu life was closely asso- 
ciated with religion and all learning 
was oral, which accounts 
for the 


fact that one finds culture m homes 
where there is illiteracy. Traces of 
the wonderful 
memories of Hindu 


women are still apparent today, for 


all lyrics, hymns, stories of gods and 
goddesses were handed down orally. 


The Buddhist period brought the 


beginnings 
of equal 
chances for 


education of rich and poor, high and 
low castes and boys and girls. Edu 
cation 
of girls took 
place in the 


home in this period. Vastly differ- 
ent was the picture presented by the 
Mohammedan period. It was at this 
time that the idea of inferiority of 
women came in. As the invaders 
carried away young girls as slaves 
and concubines 
to their 
harems, 


girls had to be protected and as a 
result two social evils, the Burdah 
system, confining the women to the 
home, and early marriages, were in- 
jected into India. 


Education of women at this peri- 


od took place among women of the 
ruling classes. In the -Mogul period 
education continued in the roya 
families. A period of confusion fol 
lowed the Mogul empire declined anc 
•when the British came they contin 
ned the traditions for they were 
afraid to interfere with social cus 
torns. Social" reforms were opposed 
because of the fear that the people 
were not ready and might rise in 
revolt. In the meantime the caste 
system had become so strong that 
lower strata of Hindu society were 
sinking lo-sver and lower into dense 
ignorance and 
superstition.

In addition to for- 
eign subsidiaries and distribution of- 
fices, American movie magnates own 
or manage many 
foreign theatre

Similarly General Elec-

Another type of foreign business is 


that of the American firm which in- 
vests in and produces foreign raw 
materials—nearly all Latin-American
